Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed on Jul. 27, 2004. 

2. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

3. Claims 6-7 have been amended. 

4. Claim 13 has been canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 6-7, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Song (6,327,471). 

Regarding claim 6, 14, Song discloses a method and an apparatus for 
positioning system assisted cellular radio telephone handoff and dropoff comprising a 
base station section for storing base station position data (see fig. 3, element 26, col.5, 
line 25-45 and its description); a base station position comparing section for receiving 
position data from a GSP system of a mobile body and obtaining and comparing the 
distances of the base stations from the portable terminal by using the received position

data as the position data of portable terminal (see fig.3, elements 22, 26, 30, col. 5, line 
25-45 and its description); and base station frequency switching section for switching 
the communicative base station of the portable terminal to the neighbor base station 
closest to the portable according to the result of comparison in the base station position 
comparing section (see abstract fig.3 and its description), wherein the base station 
position memory section stores latitude and longitude position of base (its is inherent in 
GPS system store latitude/longtitude information, to determine the position of base 
station) 

Regarding claim 7, Song discloses a method and an apparatus for positioning 
system assisted cellular radio telephone handoff and dropoff comprising a 
communicative base station switching system of a portable terminal for switching while 
in motion in which base station position data and the portable terminal position data are 
obtained the distances of the base stations from the portable terminal are obtained on 
the basis of the obtained position data, and the communicative base station of the 
portable terminal is switched to the neighbor base station closest to the portable 
terminal (see abstract, fig.3, and its description).
